In Income Tax Appeal

Admitting that he made “‘illegiti- 
mate profits under the federal pro- 
hibition act” of $227.966 from 1920

SPEED 1S ORDERED 
FOR PUBLIC WORKS. 


Ickes Takes Com- 
mand of Administra- 
tion’s 3 Billion Project. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—(/)— 


Secretary Ickes took command of the 


administration's $3,300,000,000 public 
works program today and immediate- 
ly ordered a speeding up of the op- 
erations by which it is planned to give 
jobs to millions of the unemployed. 
As he assumed the office of public 
works administrator, the secretary an- 
nounced in a formal statement that 


the administration would push for- 
ward with the full program and would 
not curtail it until “recent. gratifying 
gains in industry and employment” 
have been “secured and consolidated.” 

At the same time, he served notice 
that the government expected its loans 
to be repaid and would not make ad- 
vances to lecal governmental units 
“where ordinary current expenditures 
are not being brought within pru- 
dently estimated revenues.” 

While Ickes was outlining the broad 
general principles on which the publie 
works administration will operate, be 
was applying pressure on his still in- 
complete organization te get the ¢on- 
struction fund flowing into the chan- 
nels of trade. 

A subcommitte was endeavoring to 
complete in time for approval by the 
cabinet board tomorrow recommenda- 
tions for the first batch of publie 
works projects under the $400,000,000 
federal program. 

Although the public works admin- 
istration was concentrating today on 
this, the first phase of the general 
construction plan, President Roosevelt 
wars expected soon to name regional 
directors to aid in allocating funds to 
states and local governmental units. 

The chief executive was expected by 
his aids to adopt Ickes’ recommenda- 
tion for regional, rather than state, 
administrators. with a board of three 
advisors in each state. 

Ickes was rapidly completing plans 
for rounding out his staff and was ex- 
pected to name H. M. Waite. now as- 
sistant administrator. as his chief ex- 
ecutive in charge of the program. 

The public works administrator, in 
his first formal. statement as such, 
announced that his objective would he 
“swift translation of the administra- 
tion plan inte action, giving millions 
jobs.’
